WASHINGTON, May 21-- (AP)—With but six weeks 


remaining before the end of the fiscal year, the treasury had 
a deficit of $984,268,517 on May 19 and it seemed probable 
that extensive financing would have to be done before June 
30 to meet the situation. 


While no treasury official would

an 
opinion, 
indications 


grew that a long term bond issue 
was being considered and instead 
of being held for announcement in 
the late summer might be offered 
to the public in June. However, 
rapidly changing conditions in gov- 
ernment finances would prevent a 
decision being made until -fc least 
the early part of next month and 
it still may be decided to continue 
borrowing with short term paper 
until August or September.

"Yesterday." the announcement 
said, "the Americans submitted a 
proposal which Is unacceptable to 
soviet Russia because of conditions 
in our social system, with extraor- 
dinary development in our indus- 
tries and the cumber of our indus- 
trial workers, and in view of the In- 
creased production which is neces- 
sary to meet growing internal de- 
mands. 
Claim Individual Problem. 
"It seems advisable to us to allow 
each country to decide lor itself 
whether to curtail 
production of 
agricultural commodites, and wheat 
in particular." 
The statement said it was the 
Russian opinion, drawn from state- 
ments of others before the confer- 
ence, that "the principal solution, 
for regulation of wheat export & 
fixing definite export quotas."

American Society Will 


Celebrate Golden 
Jubilee Today. 


WASHINGTON, May 21—(#)— 


The American Red Cross today 
celebrates its Incorporation fifty 
years ago. 


Two presidents of units of the 
International 
relief 
organization 
will open the golden Jubilee tonight 
President Hoover, who heads the 
society in this country, and Judge 
Max Huber- of Zurich, Switzerland, 
president of the International Red 
Cross committee, will make ad- 
dresses. Both the National and Co- 
lumbia systems will broadcast the 
speeches. . 


Other famed persons will take 
part in the ceremonies. Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes will preside, while eight 
ambassadors and more than fifty 
other diplomatic representatives will 
be among the guests. 


While preparations for. the jubilee 
proceeded today, the Red Cross 
made public scores of congratula- 
tory telegrams it had received. 
They came from the Duke of York, 
Prince Charles of Sweden, Prince 
Tokugawa of Japan, and from Ma- 
drid, Cairo, Budapest, Shanghai, 
Berlin, Paris and Athens. 
- 
Obtained Garfield's Aid. 
The celebration is being staged 
because back In 1881 Miss Clara 
Barton persuaded Americans to 
form a Red Cross. society and ob- 
tained the assistance of President 
Garfield in efforts to secure senate 
ratification of the treaty of Geneva^ 
under which the' international or- 
ganization operated. 
In July of that year "the Ameri- 
can Association of the Red Cross" 
was incorporated in the District of 
Columbia. President Garfield was 
shot before the United States ap- 
proved the treaty, but President 
Arthur signed it on March 1, 1882, 
and the senate ratified the agree- 
ment without a.dissenting vote a 
few days later. The American re- 
lief society, now styled "The Ameri- 
can Red Cross," operates under a 
charter granted by congress and 
approved by President Roosevelt oa 
January 5, 1905.

Complaints Filed Against 


Former Head Stuart 


Bank. 


Brother is Also Charged 


With Violation of 


State Law. 


O'NEILL, Neb., May 
21—(ff)— 


County Attorney J. D. Cronin today 
filed three complaints against John 
M. Flannigan and James C. Flanni- 
:an, former officials of the defunct 
lank of Stuart, which closed De- 
cember 1, 1930. The complaints con- 
tain a total of seventeen counts and 
charge irregularities in connection 
with the operation of the bank. 


John M. Flannigan Is well known 


in Nebraska banking circles. He once 
served as president of the Nebraska 
Bankers association and 
formerly 


was a member of the state guaranty 
fund commission. 


Eleven of the counts charge re- 


ceiving money from depositors after 
the bank was known by its officers 
to be insolvent. The complaint lists 
the amounts of the deposits which 
ranged from $70 to $1,026. 


Charge False Entries. 
In three counts, the two men are 


charged with making false entries in 
bank records and having them pub- 
hshed. Three other counts charge 
that false reports were made of the 
bank's condition and were sent to 
the state department of trade and 
comerce. 


Citizens here recall that John M. 
Flannigan formerly operated four 
banks in Nebraska. County officials 
said warrants probably would be is- 
sued this afternoon for the two men 
and they later would be arraigned 
on the charges. 


John M. Flannigan was president 


of the Stuart bank and James C. 
Flannigan was vice president. 


Bryan Not Informed. 


As secretary of the department of 


trade and commerce "in charge of 
the affairs of Nebraska state banks 
Governor Sharles W. Bryan said to- 
day he was not personally advised 
of the direct charges against John 
Vf. and James Flannigan at O'Neill, 
3ut that "he knew a bad situation 
lad existed" in the affairs of the 
closed bank at Stuart. 
Filing of the complaints at 
O'Neill, Attorney General C. A. 
Sorensen revealed, was the result of 
a ^month's investigation by his de- 
partment conducted by Irvin Stal- 
master, Omaha attorney, special 
counsel. 


Stalmaster. he said, worked with 
auditors of the department of trade 
and ccmmsrce and County Attorney 
Cronin in an investigation of the 
bank records. The auditors, he add- 
ed, first disclosed evidence of al- 
eged irregularities. 


The attorney general declined to 
say what the total defalcations 
might be. 


It was indicated In state banking 
circles, however, that some of the 
complaints were the outgrowth of 
^references shown'to certain de- 
positors in the payment of their 
accounts.

A. The boy should be given 
wages and a feeling of independ- 
ence and growth. It is foolish to 
expect a boy to remain contented 
when he is doing a man's work but 
is treated like a child. The father 
should decide on a definite amount 
to give him as wages, and pay him 
as regularly as he would pay any 
stranger, instead of doling out 
spending money to him. He should 
be given the regular pay that a man 
would draw, but even if he is given 
less, if it is given him as wages for 
work done and not as money given 
to him for his,pleasures, he will be 
contented, feel 'manly and take a 
greater interest in life and in his 
work. As conditions are now, he is 
remaining unwillingly and will leave 
home at the first opportunity.

STRONGER LABOR 
SITUATION SEEN 


Federal Report Indicates 


Improved Conditions 


, In Nebraska. 


With an extensive highway con- 


struction program expected to b^ 
under way within the next 60 days, 
and the preparation of land for 
sugar beets and other general farm 
work, employment Is expected to 
show a marked Increase, a general 
survey of Nebraska Issued by the 
United States department of labor 
revealed today. 
Automobile 
accessories, 
public 
uitilities, wholesale grocers and rail- 
roads reported substantial 
gains 
over March. The customary spring 
influx of transient labor is evident. 
Department stores, hotels and res- 
taurants reported slightly lietter 
employment than in March. Male 
and female factory and clerical 
workers were in somewhat better 
demand. 


Big Surplus In Omaha. 


The report also showed that while 
several hundred additional workers 
were given employment in Omaha 
by city departments, there was still 
a decided surplus of skilled and un- 
skilled labor. A gradual improve- 
ment in general industrial condi- 
tions is looked forward to within 
the next 60 or 90 days. The build- 
ing program is still insufficient to 
furnish employment to all available 
resident building trades men, and 
while some additional building is 
promised, indications are that the 
resident supply will be adequate to 
meet the demands. Normal forces 
are at work in meat packing houses 
and little change is anticipated. 
Railroads added slightly to crews at 
work with expectations of further 
gains. 
At Lincoln a decided increase was 
noted during April in automobile 
accessories and distribution plants, 
public utilities, candy and confec- 
tionery, wholesale and retail con- 
cerns and farm implements. Meat 
packing plants anticipate no further 
changes until fall. Slight gains 
were recorded in railroad repair 
shops, and further improvement is 
expected'in June. Many unskilled 
workers obtained work on farms, 
highway construction and other 
outdoor projects. 
Building trades 
men were in somewhat better de- 
mand, but there is still a surplus of 
this type of labor. 


Hastings Improved. 
Hastings reported a moderate im- 
provement in local industrial em- 
ployment, compared with March, 
due mainly to the resumption of 
spring outdoor operations. Demand 
for experienced farm labor was 
active, but the supply was more 
than sufficient. Normal operations 
for this time of the year were re- 
ported m flour milling. 
Approximately $300,000 in city 
work was reported under way at 
Grand Island, giving employment to 
many unskilled laborers. Wholesale 
grocery concerns reported normal 
employment with fair prospects for 
summer business. Spring work on the 
part of beet growers in preparing 
their land has started and this, to- 
gether with the demand for general 
farm help and men for highway 
construction, materially 
improved 
local conditions. Employment in the 
railroad industry was also improved. 


More than $32,000,000 in federal 
funds will be spent in Nevada this 
year, for 
government 
buildings, 
Hoover Dam work and munitions 
depot construction.

FIGHT EXTRADITION 
OF FAIRBURY MAN 
ON CHECK CHARGES 


An unusual extradition case, in 


which Dave Bartel of Fairbury is 
charged with issuing a $40 no-fund 
check at Clinton, Okla., while on 
judicial parole at Beatrice for an 
offense of the same kind in Ne-, 
braska, was set for hearing Thurs- 
day before Governor Bryan. OKa- 
homa officers were asking a wrti 
on which to return him to their 
state, while relatives of Bartel and 
County Attorney Ernest Hubka of 
Gage county Requested that he be 
kept here under the jurisdiction of 
th» Nebraska court and authorities. 
-Bartel is held in jail at Beatrice 
pending the governor's decision. He 
had been released on parole after 
pleading guilty to a $25 no-fund 
check complaint there, but was re- 
arrested on the warrant from Okla- 
homa. 
The acused man is 42 years old 
and has been married twice. His 
relatives were instrumental in hav- 
ing the first prosecution brought, 
in the hope that it would stop his 
financial irregularities without hav- 
ing him placed in a penal institu- 
tion. The check in that instance 
was one he had given to his brother 
at Fairbury. 
The relatives knew nothing about 
the alleged no-fund check transac- 
tion in Oklahoma until Bartel was 
arrested the second time, after be- 
ing paroled on the first charge. 
Sheriff J. R. Greer and Deputy 
Sheriff J. W. Cook of Ouster coun- 
ty, Okla., are here with the papers 
seeking to have Bartel turned over 
to them.

that If- American representatives at 
the London wheat conference were 
successful in reaching an agreement 
to .restrict, American exports or. 
acreage the effect would be "to 
starve people off the farms and into 
the cities." 
Such an 
eventuality, he said, 
would cause "grave consequences to 
our governmental fabric." 
"Twenty-one millions of people 
are now paupers'through the un- 
employment of 7,000,000 workers," 
he said, "and any restriction of 
farm acreage or exports would send 
an additional 10,000,000 people off 
the farms into the cities to five off 
charity."

A half-hour later Mendelssohn 
telephoned the bank official.

Finds Someone Cashed 


Order Signing False 


Signature. 


Kev. T. H. Worley of Hastings, 
chaplain of the Nebraska house of 
representatives, 
reported at the 
capitol Thursday that one of his 
pay warrants for $60, issued to him 
last February 13, had got into the 
hands of some unknown person who 
cashed it with a spurious endorse- 
ment on the back. The minister 
did not discover his loss until re- 
cently, when he went over his bank 
statemeot for May and found he 
was $60 short. 
The warrant came back to the 
state auditor's office with stamped 
endorsements showing- that it was 
cashed at a store here and later 
cleared through the National Bank 
of Commerce and the First National 
bank. 


Worley had endorsed it with his 
own name on the reverse side, 
which made it negotiable. The per- 
son who cashed it, presumably a 
woman, had written underneath his 
signature "Mrs. Worley, York Neb." 
As a matter of fact, says Worley 
his wife never had the warrant 
and the handwriting is not hers. 
The minister was accustomed to 
send' his pay warrants as house 
chaplain to a bank at Inland, which 
his son manages and in which he 
and other members of the family 
are Interested. The bank entered 
them as deposits and gave him 
credit on his account accordingly. 
This particular warrant, however, 
failed to reach the bank. Mr. Wor- 
ley thinks he put it into an envelope 
and mailed the envelope, but is not 
sure. He might have lost the paper 
around the capitol or somewhere 
down town. 


As the -warrant had been paid, re- 
turned and cancelled.' a duplicate 
cannot be issued. The date stamp 
of the First National bank in Lin- 
coln shows that it was paid there 
on February 26. almost two -weeks 
after Its issuance, payment was re- 
corded on the state treasurers 
books on the same date. 


Since the -warrant -was made out 
to Worley and had Ids valid en- 
dorsement on it, there is some ques- 
tion as to his being able to set 
back the money from anv of the 
business concerns through -whose 
nands it passed to the process of 
being cashed and cancelled. Unless 
tee identitr of the person -who 
*rote the "Mrs. WorleV endorse- 
ment on it can be established, 1fce 
chaplain mav be ''stuck" for the «SO 
loss. The state, of course* cannot 
be held liable for more than one 
payment of the same claim.

Suit Filed By » Son To 


Collect Personal 


Property. 


Opening a new phase of the 
Joseph Blochowitz estate matter, 
Albert J. Blochowitz filed suit in 
District court Thursday to collect 
$300,000 in personal' property be- 
longing to the estate, alleged to be 
held by Prank J., John A. and 
George Blcchowitz. The defend- 
ants and plaintiff 
are sons of 
Joseph Blochowitz, Lancaster coun- 
tv pioneer who died in February, 
3930.- 


Albert Blochowitz brings the suit 
as special administrator of the es- 
tate under appointment of the 
County court. An appeal from this 
appointment has been 
carried by 


the three defendant brothers to the 
District court. 


As in previous litigation over the 
estate, charges of undue influence 
and fraud are made against the 
three brothers. It is claimed that 
for ten years before the death of 
their father, who lived to the ad- 
vanced age of 85 years, he was in- 
competent to da business and that 
during this period Frank. John and 
George transacted all business for 
him. 
• To defraud 
Albert 
Blochowitz 
and two sisters, who with the 
widow, are the only heirs of Joseph 
Elochowitz the three brothers ob- 
tained possession of all the personal 
property cf their father, it is al- 
leged. They likewise obtained pos- 
session by undue influence 
and 
'fraud, it is charged, to 640 acres 
of Lancaster county land, valued at 
approximately $75,000 
Deeds to 


these lands were cancelled and de- 
clared void by District Judge Chap- 
pel after a trial lasting nearly five 
weeks last fall. An appeal to the 
Supreme court is now pending. 


~ Ask An Accounting1. 


Albert Blochowitz claims that as 


special administrator of the estate, 
he is entitled to immediate posses- 
sion of all personal property and to 
have an accounting of the proceeds 
received by the defendants from 
the sale and transfer of property 
owned by Joseph Blochowitz. He 
asks the court to order the defend- 
ants to turn over the full amount of 
the personal property to him as 
special administrator of the estate. 


The court is asked also to appoint 
a receiver take charge of the prop- 
erty until the ownership has been 
determined by the court and that 
the defendants be permanently en- 
joined from transferring and re- 
moving or secreting the j-roperty. 


An itemized list of the various 
kinds of personal property which it 
is claimed are held unlawfully by 
the defendants Is included in the 
petition.

Senator Borah, head of the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee, 
says it is time to stop talking non- 
sense about Russia, and sweep 
away prejudices and intolerance.

Daughter Testifies. 


Eileen Forburger, 20-year-old 
daughter of Forburger by his first 
wife who divorced him a number of 
years ago, testified on behalf o: 
Mrs. Forburger-No. 2. The witness 
testified that she lived with For- 
burger and Mrs. Forburger No, 2 
from shortly after the time of their 
marriage in 1918 until the breakup 
of the couple in the winter of 1927 
following the intervention- of Mrs. 
Forburger No. 3, then Mrs. Vivian 
Schaffer. 


Miss Forburger testified that prior 
to the early fall of 1927, Forburger 
and Mrs. Forburger No. 2 got along 
together "as well as any married 
couple." 


She testified that in the fall of 


1927 .her father one night brought 
Mrs. 
Schaffer to the Forburger 


home for a talk with Mrs. Forburger 
No. 2. Before bringing Mrs. Schaffer 
into the house, the daughter testi- 
fied, her father ordered her to go 
to bed. Miss Forburger said that she 
went upstairs to her room in obedi- 
ence to thig order, but removed her 
shoes and tiptoed to the first land- 
tag where she was hidden from 
sight but could hear the conversa- 
tion below. 


Miss Forburger averred that Mrs. 


Schaffer asked Mrs.- Forburger No. 
2 to %give Forburger a divorce, de- 
claring again and again her love 
for him and what a real man she 
thought him to be. Mrs. Forburger 
then asked, "If I don't give him a 
divorce, what will you do?" accord- 
ng to the testimony of the witness. 
Miss Forburger testified that Mrs. 
Schaffer replied, "We'll take our 
happiness anyway, for we are en- 
titled to it." 


Wishes She Had "Broken" Him. 
The girl testified that while she 
and Mrs. Forbarger No. 2 were out 
driving in the city in the late fall 
of 1927, they came almost face to 
face with the girl's father and Mrs.

Miss Forburger testified that 
she has been making her home with

ihildren to carry their

Autogiro Proves Attraction To 


Lincoln People as Stops Here 


On First Transcontinental Hop 


After an overnight halt in Lin- 


coin during which he effected re- 
pairs for his strange looking craft, 
Johnny Miller of Poughkeepsie, N. 
Y., hopped off late Thursday morn- 
ing from Union airport in his auto- 
giro for SalinaJCas., the next stop 
in the first trans-continental flight 
to be made in this type of flying 
machine. 


When the 
autogiro, with its, 
"wings," revolving lazily'above the 
fuselage, 
literally 
dropped onto 
Union airport shortly after 3 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon after a forty- 
five minute flight from Omaha, a 
large crowd of interested specta- 
tors was there to witness the first 
visit of this sensational plane to 
Lincoln. Out of the northeast it 
came, flying low past the airport. 
Miller piloted his autogiro low over 
Lincoln, disrupting drill of the uni- 
versity cadets, swung around the 
Sower atop the capital, and then 
headed back for the airport. 
The landing was a thrill in it- 


self. Instead "of the prosaic landing 
of the ordinary plane, the'autogiro 
hovered lower and lower, while the 
pilot selected a spot on which to 
land. Suddenly, while not more 
than twenty feet from earth, the 
autogiro dropped easily .to the 
ground, while the pilot whippc I the 
plane's tail around. There was no 
bounce, and the giro rolled but a 
few feet.Sidles Is Passenger. 


Harry B. Sidles, president of 


Sidles Airways, Inc., flew with Mil- 
ler from Omaha, completing what 
waa probably the first cross-coun- 
try passenger flight in an autogiro. 
"I got more thrills out of that 
flight than any other I ever made," 
Mr. Sidles declared. 


As soon as the plane landed Mil- 
ler and a crew of mechanics began 
"minor repairs, necessitated by a 


slight mishap that occurred before 
the autogiro lert omaha. A cotter 
key in the starting mechanism was 
sheared off, caused, Mr. Miller ex- 
plained by his failure to oil the 
mechanism after he had worked on 
it. After the repairs were accom- 
plished, MUler made several short 
demonstration flights. 


A package containing parts for 
his ship, and which Miller had been 
expecting several days, finally 
reached him in Lincoln Wednesday 
evening. Postmaster Trev Oillaspie 
delivered the package to the young 
flier at the airport. 


Wherever it goes, the autogiro is 
a center of Interest. Efforts were 
made to induce Miller to remain in 
Lincoln Thursday, in wh'ich event it 
was planned to give school children 
an opportunity to inspect the plane. 
Miller was forced to refuse the in- 
vitation, however, as he is sched- 
uled to. arrive in Los Angeles next 
Saturday. 
The "windmill," blades, which re- 
volve horizontally a few feet above 
the plane, displace the wings of the 
ordinary type of plane, and pro- 
vide the lift, to keep the autogiro in 
the air. Mounted on a hub, the 
wings are connected to the motor 
by a starting gear and clutch. When 
taking off, the wings are thus set 
in motion, and when the giro is in 
the air, the power is taken from the 
wings and they then revolve 
through wind action, set up by the 
plane's propeller and the forward 
motion of the plane. The autogiro 
climbs at a rate of 1,500 to' 1,800 
feet per nunhte, Miller explained. 
More nearly like the usual wing 


of a plane are the stabilizers. The 
stabilizers are short, and turned up 
at the tips, acting as skids, when 
the plane goes into a bank. They 
are fashioned after the low wing 
of a monoplane. The autogiro is, 
"fool-proof," Miller declared.

"AN UNAPPRECIATED 


ANGEL." 


When Ralph Barton, of New York, distinguished 


cynic, artist, and caricaturist, -came to the mad de- 
cision It was time for him to snuff out his life, he 
left a note which revealed his contradictory, Impul- 
sive, self-willed nature at its best. 


His body was found early Wednesday morning in his 


luxurious apartment, high in the canyons of New 
York, with a bullet through the heart'. Close at hand 
was a 500-word obituary, setting forth the reasons 
why a man, who had tasted fame and fortune, whose 
name was widely known in the metropolis of the 
world, la Continental Europe, and in- America gener- 
ally had found life so disappointing and so futile. 


In that note Ralph Barton's soul caught up with 


itself. He could not quite abandon the perpetual 
cynicism which had become as much a habit -with 
him as breathing but recognition of the finer and 
nobler notes in life flavored it more strongly than 
scoffs and sneers for the human race. He wrote: 


"Everyone who has known me and who hears of 
this will have a different hypothesis to explain 
why I did it. Practically all of the hypotheses will 
be dramatic and completely wrong... Since early 
' childhood I have suffered from melancholia, 
which for the past five years has begun to show 
definite symptoms of 
mania-depressing-insanity 
. . .1 have run from house to house and country to 
country in a ridiculous effort to escape myself. 
, "In particular my remorse is bitter over my 
failure to appreciate my beautiful lost angel, Car- 
lotta, the only woman I ever loved and whom I 
respect and admire above all the rest of the hu- 
man race. She is the only person who could have 
saved me had I been savable. She did her best. 
No one ever had a more devoted or a more under- 
standing wife. I do hope that she will understand 
what my malady was, and forgive me a little. 
"No one thing is responsible for this, and no one 
person except myself. If the gossips insist upon 
something more definite and thrilling as a reason, 
let them choose my pending appointment with my 
dentist or the fact I happen to be painfully short 
of cash at the moment. No other single reason is 
more important. I've done it because I am fed up 
with inventing devices for getting through 24 
hours every day, and bridging over a few months 
with some purely artificial interest, such as a new 
gal who annoys me to the point I forget my 
troubles."

PLENTY CF MONEY IN THE COUNTRY. 


In one conspicuous respect the present era of slow 


and uncertain business in the United States differs 
markedly from former ones. The condition cannot b« 
attributed to any lack of circulating medium to car- 
ry on the activities of trade and industry. There i« 
and has-been an abundance of money at the com- 
mand of business, and the only difficulty has been 
ways and means for employing it profitably. 


Back in the middle nineties the trouble was the 


other way around. Money was then very hard to 
get; so hard that an agitation developed, which pro- 
vided the chief political issue vi 1896, for an increase 
In the volume of currency by going back to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver, which had been 
abandoned in 1873. The populists even demanded that 
greenbacks be issued, not redeemable in any kind of 
hard money, to make up the deficiency. 


That situation was largely met by the discovery of 


gold in Alaska, which made available vastly increased 
supplies of the basic metaL As the amount of money 
in circulation increased, prices of commodities rose 
and the former equilibrium was restored. 


Consider, by way of contrast; what the situation 


now is. Interest rates the country over are at about 
the lowest level in half a century or more. Call 
money on the New York stock exchange goes begging 
at VA per cent. Outside the regular channels, it can 
be had in ample supply at 1 per cent. The redis- 
count rates of federal reserve banks have been cut 
to 2 and 3 per cent. 
- ' 


Deposits in savings banks have reached a total of 


more than 10 billion dollars, setting a new record. 
The problem confronting these institutions is how to 
put all that money to work. 


A situation like this cannot continue indefinitely.' 


The time may be near at hand when business will 
recover from its timidity and start forward again. Al- 
ready, here and there, some concerns are pushing 
ahead. Right here in Lincoln- several new projects 
have already been undertaken in the way of busi- 
ness expansion for this year. Keen-minded merchants 
and manufacturers know that a turn will come soon- 
er or later, and they intend to be prepared to take 
advantage of it when it does come. 


The actual state of the country is sound. A tre- 


mendous buying power still rests in the hands pf the 
American people? The time may not be far away when 
it will sweep the land like a mighty tidal wave. 


the unreasoning hate which lurks around the comer 
to ambush the finer emotion, do people decide upon 
steps which later fill the soul with remor» and pave 
the way for days of endless suffering?

She wag worthy in every way of the 
flashing genius which made Barton popular and a 
toast of the artist colony. He had won recognition, 
and the opportunity was before him to carve for him-

self an enduring place in America. Under such cir- 
cumstance* his marriage to Carlotta Monterey should 
hare taken f torn root. 


m th« cold, sober, philosophical contemplation of 


hte life, which preceded his rash act of self-destruc- 
tion Balph Barton unerringly fixed the blame for the 
anti-climax of a promising and glorious career. He 
himself was at fault. He did not deserve the love which 
Carlotta Monterey placed In his keeping. Such sym- 
pathy, such understanding, such devotion as. she 
showered upon Mm. rallying him to his better self, ex- 
horting him to utilize the talents which God gave him 
to better advantage, cheering him in his minutes of 
profound depression, called for a deeper sense of apr 
pr?5latlon than his self-centered, ironical nature 


. could give. And he did not awaken to his senses un- 


til it was too late, untfl the "angel" wholiad taken his 
name and given herself wholly unto him, had with 
heartaches and tears, given up in despair.

FOLLY OF ECONOMIC WARFARE. 


Dr. Friederich Wilhelm von Prittwitz und Gaffron, 


German ambassador to the United States, spoke 
words of wisdom in Omaha Wednesday when he ad- 
vocated outlawry of economic-warfare among the na- 
tions,^ even as the Kellogg pacts have outlawed armed 
conflict. It was truly stated by the ambassador that 
it could not be expected that such a reorganization 
should be brought about over night, but uublic opin- 
ion in all countries should insist that the principles 
laid down in the Kellogg pact should be applied prac- 
tically in the political as well as the economic field. 


What this means is that the people of the world 


should arrive at a clearer realization of the fact that 
no state or nation is big enough' to live entirely unto 
itself, devoting all of its energies and its ingenuity 
to the promotion of the material interests of its own 
population, without regard to those of any other state, 
or even to their detriment. It does not imply, how- 
ever, that home interests should not come first, but 
merely that in crippling others we are to a great-, 
er or lesser extent hurting ourselves. 


If all of the world were" as well" situated economic- 


ally as is the United States, even in this period of de- 
pression, we should be riding on a wave of prosperity 
higher than any we have yet known.- To doubt this 
is to credit the success we have attained in the past 
to luck rather than to acumen, foresight and enter- 
prise. The United States-is a selling nation. We are 
capable of producing practically everything that we 
produce at all, in such quantities that we must have 
foreign markets in order that we may operate at a 
profit. 


What we need, therefore, is a prosperous world; 


people to the east, west, north and south, whose 
economic condition is such that they are able to buy 
from us and thus keep our -industrial operatives and 
our agriculturists profitably employed? Our interest 
in the development of the natural resources of South 
America is only slightly less than in the development 
of our own Industries, for every man put to work on 
the southern continent is a potential customer of our 
own fields and factories. 


It is to the interest''of all the people everywhere to 


promote aniity and industry and to assist others in 
every possible way to create wealth, not destroy it. 
Economic war in the long run is no more profitable 
than armed conflict.

SAVING LEAGUE. 


Calming by the league of nations of the' impending 


crisis over the proposed Austro-German customs 
union again focuses attention on the success of the 
league-in ironing out European difficulties. 


Whatever dangers the league may have in impair- 


ment of European sovereignty," whatever weaknesses 
it may have In its organization, the fact remains 
that it has played an important role In stabilizing 
international affairs of Europe since its organization. 


The mere getting together at regular intervals of 


leaders of the various nations, to confer and to dis- 
cuss, to catch each other's viewpoint, is perhaps the 
most significant accomplishment of the league. 


It has meant that problems which would previously 


have gone unsolved for lack,of opportunity at solu- 
tion have been threshed out around the conference 
table. Men cannot be as Intolerant, as bigoted, as 
selfish when they sit at the same table with their sap- 
posed enemies, as when they sit surrounded by per- 
sons with similar restricted viewpoints. 


The time may come when the league may not be 


able to avert war. But Its organization has done more 
to smooth the difficulties of petty nationalism, ra- 
cial selfishness, 
and economic maladjustment in 


Europe than its mosfnopeful advocates could have 
dreamed at the time it was organised. 


A SIGNIFICANT PROPORTION. 


In attacking any move towards reduction of wage 


levels, wailam Green, president of the American 
federation of Labor throws out some strikingly sig- 
nificant figures. 


The labor head has no sympathy with suggestions 


for wage reductions based on the premise that living 
costs have gone down. At the best, he estimates, liv- 
ing costs have been reduced only about 6 per cent. A 
6 per cent reduction Jn costs of the bare necessities, 
by no means Indicates a « per cent redaction in 
standard of IWine as sry persons familiar with the 
new demand* upon the American pocketbook as gen- 
erated in the last decade can wen assert. 


But there is a more significant point in Green's 


remarks. Daring the last 30 years, he points out, the 
productivity of the individual worker has increased 49 
per cent, while his buying power has increased only 
34 per cent. 


It is littJe wonder that economic maladjnsbnent has 


resulted. Labor could not expect to attain aH of the 
increased productivity. Part of that increase must of 
necessity go to the machinery which made it possible. 
Part must go to those agencies which co-ordinate the 
production and distribution phases of modem indus- 
trialism. But there is obviously a marked malad- 
justment when labor is getting only about half of the 
increased productivity that its efforts yield, at a time 
when the small group of persons with super-wealth 
snow astounding and amazing gains. 


The road to economic recovery is not and cannot be 


by the path of wage reductions. It can come only 
by a better co-ordination of the prodnctJon-dlstrlbu- 
tton process and a wnje eqaitabte distribution of tht 
proflactB of ttw aauon'i energy,

How did the Kellogg pact come 
.bout and who first conceived it? 


ANSWER. 


This treaty, known in Europe as 
he pact of Paris, and in Europe and 
America as the general pact for the 
enunciation of war, was born in 
the brain of Mr. Salmon O. Levin- 
son, a distinguished attorney 
of 
Chicago. He thus contributed to 
bat outlawing of war to which the 
pact binds its fifty-odd signatory 
x>wers. 
Mr. Levinson saw that the first 
;tep 'to take in securing peace was 
0 delegalize.war, and he coined the 
phrase "outlawing of war." He also 
nduced statesmen such as the late 
Senator Philander C. Knox, ex- 
President Coolidge, Senator Borah 
and ex-Secretary Kellogg to con- 
sider the feasibility of declaring war 
1 wolfshead beyond the pale of civ- 
lized states. He pursued this clear- 
y defined purpose with indefatig- 
able energy and admirable discre- 
lon. He has lived to see the child 
of his mind adopted by. mankind 
and enthusiastically welcomed 
'oy 
;he long suffering peoples of toe 
world. 
Secretary Kellogg advocated Mr. 
Levinson's proposal and made the 
historic avowal that "the govern- 
ment of the United States desires to 
see the institution of war abol- 
ished." This is precisely the gist and 
meaning of the pact. It does not de- 
Tine war as aggressive or defensive, 
;ince ths% is a highly disputed dis- 
anction upon which there is no 
unanimous opinion. 
It abolishes 
war as an instrument of national 
x>licy by the voluntary consent of 
;hese fifty-odd nations. 
It further enjoins them to envis- 
age peace as the aim of all na- 
tional and diplomatic engagements 
and to treat war as severed 
from 
the practice of law-abiding peo- 
ples. It provides for changes in the 
future relations of states to 
be 
brought about solely by pacific 
means, and as the result of or- 
derly processes. No political instru- 
ment yet framed is more conducive 
to national integrity, to the consoli- 
dated peace 
consciousness of the 
race or to the understanding of tne 
Christian attitude toward 
armed 
violence.' 
«. 
It relies upon the moralized In- 
telligence of the states it protects. 
It substitutes their achievements m 
life's real values for their military 
prowess It places the consentient 
lations'upon their honor to scrupu- 
lously seek peace and pursuie it. 
[t reanimates the endeavors of the 
ague of Nations in the political 
field and the world court in the ju- 
dicial field, institutions which have 
rendered incomparably

Punish Toscanini 


May Be Disciplined for 


Refusing to Play 
Fascist Anthem. 


k ROME, May 21—(/P>—It was said 
on good authority here today that 
Arturo Toscanini, conductor of the 
New York Philharmonic orchestra, 
possibly may be subjected to some 
"discipline" for refusing to play the 
fascist national anthem at Bologna 
last Thursday. 
This is expected in circles close 
to official quarters to take the form 
of a temporary suspension of his 
passport as a sign of the govern- 
ment's disaproval of his action. 
Toscanini. after his refusal to 


play the anthem at a concert, was 
set upon and slapped by several 
fascists and later was asked to leave 
Bologna. He now is at his home in 
Milan. 
If the predicted action is taken 
against him, it was said his pass- 
port likely would be restored soon 
and that he would be free to leave 
Italy when he wishes. 


Fascist Version. 


The fascist version of the Incident 
is that Toscanini, an Italian him- 
self, knew he probably would be re- 
quested to play the national hymn 
as a courtesy to two members of 
the cabinet. When he refused, It 
was sugested that his concert mas- 
ter direct the air or that a. military 
band play it before Toscanini's ar- 
rival. This, the New York conduc- 
tor also refused, although he was 
told he needn't be present when the 
anthem was rendered. 
Fascists were described as regard- 
ing this as discourteous and bad 
form. They have deplored the vio- 
lence of their followers toward Tos- 
canini. but excuse it as a "natural 
outburst." 
Instead of being ordered to leave 
Bologna, it was said 
Toscanini 


merely was "advised" to leave to 
avoid further trouble.

"Moreover, the current deficit ap- 
pears less formidable when wa re- 
alize that it includes some $440,- 
000,000 of .public debt retirement, 
so that the actual net increase in 
the public debt will be much less 
than the deficit figures-themselves 
would seem to indicate." 


He called for the maintenance by 
the government of a balanced bud- 
get as "the one means that I know 
of compelling a government to live 
within its income and of making 
the people realize that if they de- 
sire to expand the services of the 
government they must inevitably 
look to increased contributions in 
the form of taxes."

From Action. 


Report More Money On 


Reserve Than Can 


Be Loaned. 


Reduction in the federal reserve 


rediscount rate for this district 
from 3H to 3 per cent was viewed 
with disinterest on one hand and 
hostility on the other, by Lincoln 
bankers Thursday morning. That 
it will have no effect on business 
was the unanimous sentiment. 
Lincoln banks, as well as those 


of nearly every part of the country, 
are loaded with record reserves of 
money for which there is no de- 
more money than they can loan 
now, no commercial paper is being 
sent to the K~_isas City reserve 
bank from Lincoln for rediscount 
Hence thjs rediscount rate is of no 
interest here for the present. 
Byron Dunn of the National Bank 


of Commerce, while saying that the 
Kansas City rediscount rate ought 
to be brought into conformity with 
the quotations of the other reserve 
banks, attacked the principle of re- 
ductions. 


Says Theory Don't Work. 


"I know, that in theory reduced 
loan rates are supposed to stimu- 
late business, by tempting business 
to take advantage of cheap money 
to start immediate expansion ac- 
tivities. But somehow it doesn't 
seem to work that way. The banks 
have plenty of cheap money that 
they are only too anxious to loan, 
but can't get rid of. Several years 
ago, when rates jumped up to 12 
and 15 per cent, we could scarcely 
find enough money to satisfy would- 
be borrowers.'' 


H. S. Freeman of the First Na- 
tional bank and E. N. Van Home 
of the Continental National also 
agreed that the rediscount rate cut 
would have no influence here. They 
explained the cut as an attempt to 
bring this district's rate into pro- 
portional conformity' with other 
parts of the country. New York's 
federal reserve bank, for instance, 
is rediscounting paper at the record 
low rate of 1% per cent. 


The Lincoln bankers said the low 


demand for loans has forced the 
banks to pile up reserves as high 
as 45 to 60 per cent.

Cream of Conference 
Athletes On Mark In 
Quest Cinders Honors

The greatest field of track athletes in Big Six confer- 


ence history was heading into Lincoln -Thursday for the 
1931 championships. The annual meet, which will be run 
off at the University of Nebraska Memorial stadium Friday 
and Saturday, promises plenty of fireworks, with excellent 
prospects-that a number of new records will be established 
during the progress of the meet. 
* ' The Friday preliminaries are slated for 2 p. m. and 
promise unusual interest, in that the well-filled entry list 
assures red-hot competition in all events. Records which may 
tumble during Friday contests include those in the shot, 
javelin and broad jump. 


Three Record Holders. 


Three conference record-holders 


—Tomson of Nebraska, Hager and 
Putnam of Iowa State—are among 
the competitors in the meet this 
weekend and each will constitute a 
serious threat to his own mark. In 
addition, Big Six performers in dual 
meet and relay competition this 
year have bettered conference rec- 
ords in five events—half mile, mile, 
broad jump, shot and pole vault.

Possessing a margin of 34 pounds 
in the veights, Richards openet 
with an aggressive attack, introduc 
ing the modern style of grappling 
in which pugilistic tactics are as 
much of a feature as grappling. 


Krieger came right back with his 
share of the 'trough stuff," rushing 
Richards to the ropes and hurling 
his husky opponent between the 
strands. 


Richards landed with a thud on 
the edge of the platform and, when 
Referee Dick Marcoe pulled the 
Dodge man back into the ring, it 
was speedily apparent that Ray was 
painfully 
Injured. 
Marcoe then 
called time and motioned Krieger 
to his corner. 


After an examination of Rich- 
ards by Dr. Shickley. who informed 
the referee that Richards appar- 
ently had a cracked rib, an inter- 
mission of several minutes followed 
and the struggle was resumed. 


Ray Victim of Own Trap. 


Richards lost the first fall by 
falling into a trap set by himself 
Getting behind Krieger while In t 
standing position, Richards jumped 
Into the air and clamped a body 
scissors on the Lincoln veteran. 


Krieger's response was to grab 
Ray's legs and then throw himself 
backward to the platform, with 
Richards underneath. The collision 
with the floor dazed Richards, as 
he landed with terrific force on his 
head, and Adams quickly clamped 
on a double shoulder grip to pta 
Ray's broad back to the pact. 


Richards won the second fall al- 
most in jig-time. A blow from Rays 
elbow landed on Krieger's tempis 
and knocked him spinning through 
the ropes to the floor. While the 
referee was counting time against 
Krieger, the latter, though groggy, 
was helped back in the ring and 
Richards made the most of his ad- 
vantage by dropping Adam to the 
mat and pinning the lighter man's 
shoulders. 


Richardi Wins Deciding Fall. 
A protest, made by Krieger 
against alleged butting tactics by 
Richards, paved the way to- the 
third and 
deciding fall. While 
Adams was making the complaint, 
Richards took 
advantage of the 
opening and quickly grabbed a body 
holds, slamming Krieger to the mat 
to Din him for the third and de- 
ciding fall 


Johnny Krieger, younger brother 


of Adam, was six pounds heftier 
than Francis StulX. and consider- 
ably more ruggtd, as a result of 
which Brother John downed the 
Walla Walla. Wash, middleweight 
in straight falls in the first prelim. 


Joe Hubka,- a 200-pounder from 
Ewight, Neb., also disposed of Emll 
Hasson, 190-pounder from Omaha, 
in the semi-windup, winning in 
straight falls. 


Says Richards Plenty Tough. 


Krieger. discussing the bout today, 
said he would like to take his de- 
feat with good grace, but, in view of 
the facts, it was not an easy thing 
to do. 


"Ill give Richards full credit for 
being a tough 
youngster," Adam 
•aid, "and I agree with Tony 
Stecher's Judgment that his boy 
Is a comer. Richards is a lot strong- 
er than'a mere spectator can. ap- 
preciate. . Giving 30 pounds and 
more to a tough opponent is a 
heavy handicap. 


"In spite of ttus handicap, I 
consider that I won the match in 
straight falls. I was entitled to 
credit for the first fall when Rich- 
ards went through the ropes and 
could not continue. He was not 
entitled to the rest granted him by 
the referee. If Richards couldn't 
•wrestle, that made It my falL That 
Is the correct rule, regardless of 
what the referee decided or what 
anybody may say to the contrary. 


Declined FOe Protect. 


"Nobody can question that X •won 
the next fall, as I put Richards' 
shoulders to the mat. During the 
rest period. I -was urged by iny 
seconds to claim th& two falls and 
to agree to a continuance of the 
match only voder a protest to the 
state athletic 
commissioner.

GAMBLING BILL 
UP TO GOVERNOR 


Race Track Betting Law 


Passes Both Houses 


In Florida. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., May 21—VP) 
—After 20 years of trying, pro- 
ponents of legalized race track 
gambling today had a bill almost 
ready for presentation ~to Governor 
Doyle E. Carlton. 
Over vigorous opposition, led 


chiefly by a woman representative, 
the state house of representatives 
yesterday passed by 55 to 38 a sen- 
ate measure to legalize racing and 
pari-mutuel systems of wagering. 
Five amendments, none of which 
changes the original bill in any 
major respect, were attached and 
must meet senate approval before 
the measure goes to Governor Carl- 
ton. His attitude has not been in- 
dicated. 
Woman Solon Enters Protest. 
Representative Mrs. Edna G. 
Fuller said she would "be untrue Jo 
everything on which my life has 
been built if I failed to register my 
feeling in the presence of God 
against this legislation." 


Representative Wicker described 
adoption of the bill as "the most 
damnable thing that has ever hap- 
pened in this house." 
The bill provides for supervision 
or horse and dog tracks by a state 
racing commission of five, with a 
season of 90 days. -Each county must 
give approval in a referendum for 
a track within its borders. 
Assures Profit to State. 


The state would levy a 3 per cent 
tax. on gross receipts of pari-mutuel 
machines and a 15 per cent tax on 
admissions. 
The first racing bill was presented 
to the Florida legislature in 1911. It 
was defeated. The next was in 1919. 
It was again defeated. In each ses- 
sion since up to this year a bill 
has been presented and defeated. 


Plans to Spend Million. 


NEW YORK, Ma 21—(*)—Joseph 
E. Widener, president of the Miami 
Racing association, said today that 
in view of the.action of the Florida 
legislature favoring pari-mutuels, he 
plonned to spend "up to $1,000,000" 
in improving the race course at Hia- 
leah Park, Florida, operated by his 
association. 
Mr. Widener said work would start 
as soon as- possible and would give 
employment to several hundred per- 
sons. The New York and Florida 
sportsman said he hoped to make 
Hialeah Park one of the most beau- 
tiful racing courses in the world.
